He was asked so me 
questio n s, but an swered all in effect 
that the m atter was between him jjn d 
his clien t, an d was privileg ed. 
His 
refusal in the g ran d jury ro o m was 
bro ug ht to the atten tio n o f Judg e An ­ 
derso n , who asked a n umber o f very 
po in ted questio n s an d at the clo se o f 
the arg um en t declared that Rappapo rt 
had n o t co me befo re him in g o o d faith. 
Cases were cited to sho w that such 
m atters were n o t privileg ed, an d Rap­ 
papo rt was o rdered 
to an swer the 
questio n s, the co urt say in g that *f law­ 
y ers co uld n o t be co mpelled to pro duce 
eviden ce that was in ex isten ce befo re 
the crime was co mmitted the co urts 
mig ht as well g o o ut o f busin ess. Rap­ 
papo rt return ed to the g ran d jury 
ro o m, an d it is suppo sed that he g ave 
the required eviden ce, as he afterward 
received his discharg e as a witn ess.

The first 
but not the best of them is to sav e 
smells. 
Experience has shown that 
the smell, though not absolutely pre­ 
v ented is so minimized as to be in­ 
offensiv e. 
The second reason is, the sav ing of 
time and trouble. 
There is absolute­ 
ly no danger of scorching—all the 
watching necessary is a look in to see 
when the bag is brown enough to 
hav e the heat lessened. It takes from 
three 
to 
ten 
minutes—depending 
something on the weather, something 
on the fuel—especially if it is gas— 
and something on the grates or jets 
in which the burning goes forward. 
When the bag-corners turn a dead- 
leaf brown and the upper surface is 
faintly yellow, slack the heat—either 
by turning out flame, pushing in dam­ 
pers, or setting the ov en door ajar. 
It is this lowered heat that prev ents 
the possibility of scorching—a pre­ 
v ention which anybody who has ev er 
cooked will appreciate. 
The last and greatest reason for 
the bag is the bettering o f Hie 
fis h 
itself. 
A paper bag will not make 
stale fish fresh, nor that which is 
coarse and sav orless tasty. But giv en

Guayaquil, Ecuador, Jan. 27.—Until 
a few* days ago a popular hero here, 
and one time last November proclaim­ 
ed 
president 
by 
his 
enthusiastic 
troops, General Pedro Montero w*as 
shot to death here by an angry mob, 
who 
afterw ard 
dragged 
the 
body 
through the streets, chopped the head 
off and then started a fire. Into which 
they threw the head and trunk. 
General Montero refused the presi­ 
dency when nominated by the troops, 
turned the leadership of the provision­ 
al government over to General Flavio 
Alfaro, and took the field at the head 
of one body of revolutionary troops. 
He was successful for a while, and 
was hailed as a great man by the peo­ 
ple of Guayaquil. 
His forces w*ere re­ 
cently defeated by the government 
troops from Quito, and Montero and 
several other generals were captured. 
They were ordered tried by court m ar­ 
tial and Montero’s ease was the first 
to be called. 
The court m artial sen­ 
tenced him to sixteen years’ im pris­ 
onment. 
This aroused the greatest 
indignation on the part of the people, 
who had clamored for a death sen­ 
tence. 
They rushed into the court­ 
room and riddled the general with bul­ 
lets. 
By this time the mob was beyond all 
control. 
They seized the body of the 
general and dragged it through the 
streets to a certain place, where a fire 
was built. Then the head was hacked 
off and the body and all burned. The 
mob 
indulged 
in 
shooting in 
the 
streets, but there were no serious cas­ 
ualties 
Two other generals, Elov Alfaro and 
Paez. who are to be courtm artialed, 
are believed to have been taken to 
Quito.

Terre Haute wins the $5,000 prize 
given by the MeCmm-Howell Com­ 
pany.

Pierceton, 
Greensburg, Mt. Carmel and Good- 
land. 
This announcement was made to­ 
day by Merle SMener and Guernsey 
\ anRiper, the Indiana 
sales man­ 
agers, who directed the sale through­ 
out the State. 
It is based upon re­ 
ports from all but a few of the 
426 
cities and towns, among them Indi­ 
anapolis and Anderson. 
When all 
reports are received the sales man­ 
agers expect the record to reach 1,- 
2,500,000, 100 per cent increase over j 
the sales of 1910. 
According to the conditions of the 
contest the city selling 10,000 seals 
and making the highest per capita 
sale would be

Terre Haute headed the list with

A new system of appointing rural 
mail carriers, now in Low , i< ex­ 
pected 
to 
give the ‘postmaster a 
elrance « to choose the man btM fitted 
for the position as opposed to the 
presewt arbitivvtwm plan. 
The new 
order has been received at the Rush­ 
ville postoffice, signed bv President 
Taft. 
Under the new system, the local 
postmaster is permitted to select any 
one of the three leading applicants 
for a carrier’s 
position, 
and thus 
there will be eliminated the possibili­ 
ty of naming inefficient men who have 
been taken because they made higher 
grades in examinations, yet in a gen­ 
eral way they might not be desirable. 
Another feature of the new order 
will be a stronger expression of the 
ride that rural carriers must “keep 
out of polities.” 
As with all other 
employes in the post offices who are 
under civil service regulation, rural 
carriers have full right to the politi­ 
cal ft invention, but are prohibited 
from exercising the right to the ex­ 
tent of appearing as “actively engag-
